Well known old timer in Strathmore 


Sandy Smith passed on in Calgary 
Wednesday at noon.

This 
understanding, growing up between 
the youth of many nations, is a

Next year, just outside Paris, 
France, some 50,000 Boy Scouts will 
gather at their first post-war inter- 


national Jamboree, They will come 
from practically every country in the 
world. They will come from allied 
and neutral lands, and from some 
former enemy lands where Scouting 
has been re-established. They will 
camp together, live together, fratern- 
ize together. They will return later to 
their respective countries with a new 
vision of the possibilities of inter- 
national co-operation. They will have 
friends encircling the globe.

MR. PRESIDENT, LADIES AND 
GENTLEMEN; MEMBERS OF THE 
ALBERTA ASSOCIATION OF MUN. 
ICIPAL DISTRICTS; 

Last evening I tried to give you a 
picture of what has happened to a 
land through a long period of time, 
yet, when a farming population of a- 
bout three hundred and fifty millions 
of people had been striving without 
the aid of science to correct what they 
saw going on about them. 

To-day I would like to give you 
some of our experiences in the United 
States. I think itis wellfor us of 
the public services of neighbouring 
nations who are standing shoulder to 
shoulder along three thousand miles 
of unguarded frontier, to take counsel 
together in matters of this kind, espec- 
jially in these days of the atom bomb 
much peril and of 
good. 

It is much easier for us to develop 
power and to increase the efficiency 
in industry, than it is tc use our land 
effectively and continuously. Agri- 
culture in that sense is in a difficult 
position and that is why in these tim- 
es it is well for us to consider our 
land and what is happening, to it, and 
how it can be best used and most ful- 
ly used and yet to save its resources 
from year to year, and from genera- 
tion to generation. As I mentioned 
last evening, the Chinese want to in- 
dustrialize. 

Land is the foundation on which we 
build our civilization. 

Our two nations have entered a new 
continent and are jointly developing it. 
When we go back in the United States 
record and see what we have done, it 
strikes terror in one’s mind to see 
what we had, and what we have done 
with it. 

This is largely the result of power 
machinery. We suddenly had in our 
hands a new mastery, torip up the 
earth and fell the forests as never had 
been done in the history of the human 
race. We exposed wast areas that had 
been protected by forests and grass- 
lands, to the dash of rain and the 
blast of wind as had never happened 
before, and we set going a rate of 
has been really 
phenomenal. 

There were prophets —-even George 
Washington realized that gullies were 
damaging his land and tried to do 
something to stop them, There were 
also others who called attention to the 
fact that we were wasting our land 
but as the West opened up we ran a 
way and left the problems unsolved,

and ran away to the West to pick up 
new lands and get rich quick. We had 
prophets who called our attention to 
this but we did not realize 
going on, 

Then there was this feature. When 
we looked up our Economists records, 
there did not seem to be very much 
loss in the production per acre or in 
the income from the farms. Why? 
Because there were a number of fac- 
tors that were hiding what was hap- 
pening to the land. One was increas- 
ed land values; secondly, increased 
use of fertilizers; third, increase in 
use of better crop plants. Our plant 
breeders have built up by selection 
and breeding and increased the crop 


what was 


capacity. Then, in the case of corn, 
we brought in the hybrid corn. These 
were stimulation that tended to ob- 


scure the records. 

In 1879, before the use of hybrid 
corn, the average was 15 bushels to 
the acre. In 1943, after we had im- 
proved strains and used fertilizers, ro- 


tation of crops, and so on, the yield 
was 16 bushels per acre—only an in- 
crease of one bushel with all these | 


stimulants. This meant that the land 
was depleting without our being fully 
aware of it. We did not begin to 
know what was happening until
